Ropresentatlven of the various tnxlcab companies, Including tho Owl, Moore, Llghtsey, Yellow Oab,

Pat ton's, Inc., Airline, Roy 'a, and others, came before the Council and requested that the Taxlcab

Ordinance be amended so as to provide for an Increase In the minimum fare from 2(ty to S^, to enable

them to meet tho rise In prices and taxes*

Following a discussion of the matter, It was the sense of the Council that the aforesaid request

bo not grunted, and that any Increase In fares at the present time would have to be Inaugurated by

the teal cab companies themselves, as under the Ordinance they have the right to do.

Willie Ludwig, representing the Painters' Union, come before tho C0uncll and requested that the

painting to be done at the City's Power House be given to organized labor* The matter was taken

under advisement*

Said gas main described above shall have a covering of not less than 2& feet*

(2) A gas main In ORCTfLSE DRIVE from Exposition Boulevard westerly 292 feet, the cen-
terllne of which gas main shall be 7fl feet Q0utli of, and parallel to, the north
property line of said Qreonloo Drive*

Said gas main described nbovo ohall have a covering of not less than 2j feet*

(3) A gas main in KAST 2ND STREET from Pedernalos Street westerly lH5 feet, tho oen-
tcrllne of which gas main shall be 19 feat south of, and parallel to, the north
property line of said Bast 2nd Street*

Said gas main described above shall have a covering of not loss than 2J- feot*

(U) A gas main In BOB HARRISON STREET from a point U? feot wost of San Bernard Street
westerly 180 feet, the centerllne of which gas main shall be 35 foot south of,
and parallel to, tho north property lino of said Bob Harrison Street*

Said gas main deacribed above shall have a covering of not less than 2j feot*

(5) A gas main In RED RIVER STREET from East 23rd Street to Bast 23J- Street, tho
centerllne of which gao main IB 20 feot wont of, and parallel to, the eaot
property line of said Red River Street.

Said gas main described above shall have a covering of not lean than 2& feet*

The Texas Public Service Company Is hereby put upon notice that the City of Austin doeo not

guarantee that tho apace assigned above Is clear from other underground utilities, but is based

upon tho boot records we have at hand, and that tho minimum depth stated doos not have any reference

to the fact that greater deptho may not be required at apodal points* When the Texas Public Service

Company requireo definite Information upon the ground as to elevations or working points from which
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to baoo the location of tholr aaelenmonto, they shall apply to the City Engineering Department not

leoD than three (3) days "before such information is required. The Texan Public Service Company IB

further put upon notice that thoy will "bo required to "bear the expense of repairs or replacement

of any underground utility damaged during the construction of llnea named In this reaolutlon.

THAT the work and laying of said gas'mains, Including the excavation in the Qtroote and the

restoration and maintenance of said streets after said mains have toon laid, shall bo under the

supervision and direction of the City Manager, and under all the pertinent terms and conditions of

the certain franchise granted to eald Company by the City of Austin*
